Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action:

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American 
Inventors Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the 
examination of this application as the application being 
examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) 
voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b).

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Loiseaux et al. 

Loiseaux et al . discloses a projection device wherein color 
purity of individual displays may be changed using holographic 
filters. Colorimetric flux measuring devices supplies 
information and controls the filters. (Column 5 Lines 41-45).
